The history of na-
tions  teaches that certain conditions
bring ccrtain inovitable resnlts,  Spain
has fulfilled those conditions to the let-
ter and the twentieth contury will see
the end, Revolution seems certain, and
thut onee started the rest will follow as
surely as the earth makes [ts journoy
arond the sun.,

Invasion of Cuba.

The invasion of Ciuba by the troops of
the United States 8 now  belioved to be
a mutter of afew days, The govern-
ment has collocted, in o very short time
—considering the wide area over which
distributed—its  available
troops, those of the regular army. in-
fantry, cavaley and artillery,  Bodies of
men who a few days ago were far out on
the plains and in the mountaing and on
our northern frontier, some of them at
posts over & hundred miles from o rall-
road. have been concentrated at Chicka-
manuga and Tampa, and are ready to
move Lo the actusl seat of war. The
concentration of the army has been of-
feeted with u promptness and celerity
which reflects credit ou the departments
of the serviee charged with the work.

The troops of the United States, as
they have moved through the country to
the points of concentration, have heen
receivid with Intorest wnd enthusiasm,
The regular army is small, and many
Americans have never In their lives seen
a body of regular troops as large asu
regiment at one time. To many of the
people the sight of these United States
soldiers was a revelation. They had not
hefore formed an ides of the fine phys-
ique of the picked men who compose the
army, of the simplieity of thefr sensible
uniform and equipment, of their dis-
cipline and efMelency.

This army is soon to move.
boen made ready with all the speed pos-
sible, and when it starts for Cuba it will
move altogether. The government, for
the present, declines to inform the enc-
my how many men and gans will ba
transported to the Cubun coast and the
precise polnt of landing. It may be
taken for granted, however. that the
force will he sufficient for the work as-
signed It

The first army of Invasion, composed
of regular troops of the army of the
Unitod States, will be officered through-
out by men who have studied their pro-
fesslon in the volunteer and regular
serviee of the United States and ot the
military weademy at West Point, prob-
ably the best military school In the
wuorld, A better tiained body of ofticers
in the theory and practice of war doos
not exist.  They will give an excellent
neconnt of themselyves,

When the army, whatover may be ls
slze, lands in Cubo it will sccomplish its
purpose~the pecupation of the country
snd the defeat of wny Spanish foree
which may attempt reslstance. For one
thing, it will show from the moment
the first shot 15 fired, it Immoense su-
periority in the artillery wrm. It will
infallibly go through whything or overy-
thing Spanish just as the regular and
volunteer forces of the “Unitod States
walkad ovor cverything between Vers
Cruz and the Clty of Mexieo a0 odd
Yerrs ago,

Predictions might be ended  here as
sufficient for the present, but one more
may be ventured, This regulur army
will be reinforeed shortly by o volunteer
army as large—no matter how large—as
the government wmay eall for. In an-
swor to the prosident’s call for 125,000
men, 600,000 responded, and there has
been much bitter disappointment be-
causo places In the ranks eould not be
given all who are ready to go. The pa-
triotlsm of tho American people and al-
so thelr good sense, which teaches thom
that 1t Is for thelr interest that tho war
will be o strong war and & short war,
